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The visit of La Fayette to this country having 
given rise to so much remark, and aroused tie 
grateful feelings of vur citizens, it May not be 
amies to give the public a skeich of his hfe. The 
cause of liberty has alwavs been next bis heart, 
and if circumstances have not always favoured his 
operations in the political world, yet never has his 
fair tame been sullied by a single action inconsis- 
tent with his avowed principles. His life and for- 
tune were always at the service of his country, 
and he bas ever followed the cause of liberty with 
the purest disinterestedness, and the most unshak- 
en zeal. 

He was born in the year 1757, at Auvergne, in 
France—a province celebrated for the indepen- 
dence and valour of its inhabitants from the earliest 
times, and now composing the two departments of 
Cantai ‘and Puy de Dome. His ancestors were 
among the first people of the province, and had 
ever been conspicuous for their independent spirit 
and their chivalrous contempt of danger. In the 
spirit of his fathers, he became the early advocate 
of political freedom, and falling into the society of 
those who had espoused his principles, he imbibed 
the most ardent attachment for liberty. With 
these feelings, it is not singular that his attention 
was directed to America. In spite of the obstacles 
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nlaced in bis way, he succeedid in leaving France 
ina vessel fitted his expense, with 
which Marteston, (S.C.) m 
January, 1777. 
ed with the army as a volunteer. On 
July, in the same vear, he recenver! his 
ment as Major General from Congress, ‘in con- 
sideration of his zeal, and j 
nexions,” which he accepted o* ition that he 
should be allowed to serve without pay or reward 
The Marquis distinguished himself on numerous 
occasions. At the battle of Brandywine, he bebav- 
ed with nndaunted bravery, threw bimself into 
the hottest fire, and when 
quit the field, 
year, while still suffering fro bis wound, with a 
small party he repulsed a superior force of Hes- 
sians and British grenadiers. For this he was en- 
trusted with a command suitable to rank.— 
After two years absence from bis own country, he 
obtained leave to return to France. He carried 
with him the most flattering testimonials of his 
worth and services, and received a sword from 
the hand of the American minister, in the name of 
Congress, soon after his arrival at Paris. While 
absent, he engaged with all his soul in the cause 
of the United States, and succeeded im gaining the 
countenance of the French government.—He re- 
turned in 1780, and arrived at Boston in the Hes 

mione frigate, Capt. Le Tot che. It may not be 
improper to mention, in this place, that the Frenc! 
ministers, however disinterestedly they appeared 
to act, were said to have been influenced in their 
concuct at that time, by the hope of regaining 
Canada from the possession of the English, 

In 1781, La Fayette was ordered to Annapolis, 
with a separate and independent command, for the 
purpose of driving Arnold out of Virginia, but from 
the want of co-operation on the part of the French 
fleet, the attempt failed. He was at this time of 
great service in checking the marauding expedi- 
tions of Gen. Philips, and was soon afterwards 
opposed to Cornwallis, the greatest General sent 
against us during the revolution. Although his 
forces were few, his men badly clothed, and suf- 
fering much from a want of healthy food, La Fay- 
ette supplied their wants from his own purse, gal- 
lantly maintained his ground, and completely sue- 
ceeded inthe protecti 
a series of masterly mane 
that La Fayette was to be opposed to him, the 
British commander bad ex

often baffled by his young enem that it became 
necessary to use the greatest vignance to prevent 
his own army from being sUTPIISE d. 
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At the siere of Yorktown, La Paye'te was egain 
eminently conspicuons, and materially assisted in 
the capture of the General he had contended 
against. The war now assuming a most favourable 
aspect for the cause of liberty, be obtained per- 
mission to return to his own conntry, where he 
thought his services were wanted, and he re-em- 
barked in 1781, loaded with honour, and the grati- 
tude of the 

On his arrival in France, he was received in the 
most enthusiastic manfier. His praises were sung 
in the streets, busts and pictures of him filled the 


American peopie. 


shops, and universal popularity attended him. He 
was elected without opposition a deputy to the 
States General by bia native province. When these 
were superceded by the National Assembly, he 
came forward in that body (1788) with his cele- 
brated declaration of the rights of man He op- 
posed the measures of the « ourt with such firm 
ness, that he was made President of the Assembly, 
and Commandant of the National Guard He ac 
cepted the latter post with pleasure,-and swore to 
ft isun 
necessary to mention with too much minuiteness 
the numerous affrays and quarrels that took plac: 
at this time between the King’s body guards and 
the national troops. It is sufficient to remerk, 
that the whole influence of La Fayette was used 
to preserve order and regularily in the French 
Capital, and to alleviate the public distresses.— 
When he was ordered by the commune of Paris 
to proceed to Versailles with his army and tak: 
possession of the out-posts, be restrained the vie- 
lence of his soldiers—and assured the King and 
Queen of their safety, and saved the lives of ftteen 
of the household troops who had been selected as 
the victims of the infuriated assailants. He also ad. 
vised the Duke of Orleans to leave the kingdom, 
as his presence gave countenance to Many sahpul- 
nary procedures. 

The popularity of La Fayette continuing to in- 
crease, he was,onthe 14th July, 1790, made Gene- 
ral in Chief of the National Guards of France. At 
this time he occupied a most important stahon— 
the eyes of the whole world were fixed upon him, 
A boundless influence and a devoted army might 
have carried him successtully to the highest grade 
of power. In a word, on him reposed the destinies 
of France.—This was the crisis of his reputation, 
and from his course at that time, his friends and 
enemies took their opimions of his character.— 
There was but one course for La Fayette to pur- 
sue, and that was the support of liberty, and the 
inaintenance of the public tranquility, He held, 
as it were, a Magnanimials neutrality between the 
lifferent parties, when their projects went beyond 
he laws of justice and moderation. He gave bis 
vote for the trial by jury, and the emancipation 
of people of colour. But in the spring of 1791, 
the tide of public teelisg began to change. No 
thing had been done to settle the affairs of the na- 
iton, and the violent reaction of parties commenc- 
ed, in spite of the restraint imposed apon them.— 
F.ven his army became affected by the intrigues 
lis enemies, and when Louis XVi wished to visi 
S:. Cloud, and La Favette gave orders to let him 
pass, he was for the first time disobeyed ! Di. gust 
ed with this want of subordination, La Fayctte 
threw op his commission, and did not resume it 
until the most humble apologies were made to him. 
When the King afterwards actually fled, he was 
suspended for being concerned in his flight, and 
the most violent abuse both in and out of the as- 
sembly was heaped upon him. The retaking of 
Louis at Varennes checked this torrent for a shor! 
time, but the royalists now turned on him from 
one side, and Marat and the friends of the Duke 
of Orleans accused him of treason on the other.— 
His life wxs actually attempted by a‘ruffian of the 
name of Fournier, whom he suffered to escape un- 
punis’ed. When the constitution was adopted, in 
the spirit of a Washington, he resigned his com 
mand, alleging that the emergency which required 
his services was now over. On this occasion a 
golden medal, and a bust of Washington, were 
presented to him by the city of Paris. He was 
offered, in addition, a full remuneration tor bis 
losses by the revolution, and this he Magnanimous- 
ly decimed. In 1792 he was given the command 
of the army of the centre near Ardennes, but no 
opportunity offered in which to distinguish him- 
self. Observing, however, the wanton and unne 
cessary indignities offered the King, he caused re 
menstrances to be forwarded from the differen: 
corps of the army. These producing no effect, 
he went in person to Paris, to make his complaints, 
The military once more opened their arms to re- 
ceive him, and asked to be led against the Jacobin 
Club, the authors of the injuries of which be com- 
plained. This, from a generous desire to prevent 
the effusion of blood, he refused, while he propos- 
ed to the King, at the same time, to throw himself 
upon the army for protection. The imbecility 
and distrust of Louis prevented him from acced-

A Sailor’s Description of the Manual Exercise. 

My lads—the first thing you have ¢o do, is to 
answer to your names—wien you hear the word 
“attention,” you must bring both the starboard 
and larboard heels to bear together, keeping 
your jibstays taucht bowsed up, and square your 
shoulders by the lifts and braces, clapping both 
your fists against vour bends, one and all the 
same moment, till the words ‘‘ stand at ease,” 
when the hollow of your starboard foot must be 
smartly backed astern of the heel of the larboard 
one ; you must also clap an over hand knot upon 
your fist athwart your bread bag after coming to 
attention, at the word “* shoulder arms,” rouse 
Brown Bess by the middle, and bowse her up 
from the lower tier of the starboard side, to the 
larboard bow, keeping a good look out that she 
dont make a lee lurch and capsize, otherwise 
you'll be apt to knock out your shipmate’s top- 
lights. At the word “secure arms,” the star- 
board arm, which is now fast to the starboard 
bends, must go athwart your bread bag, in order 
to receive Brown Bess by the breech, clapping 
your larboard fist to her midship—be sure to 
have her muzzle ahead, so that her breech will 
come right under your larboard wing, so as to 
secure the fireworks from squalls, no tarpauling 
being allowed. After shouldering, at the word 
‘* present arms,” you slew Bess half round and 
seize her with the starboard fist, then fetch her 
up betwixt your toplights, so that your flying 
gibboom will be two inches from her midships ; 
be sure to back the hollow of the starboard foot 
astern of the heel of the larboard one, during this 
motion: after bginging Bess from the larboard 
bow, the next is “ advance arms,” both of the 
two first motions of which are the same as “ pre- 
sent,” but at the third, you have her alongside ot 
the starboard bends, seizing the guard with the 
starboard fist, so as to secure her alongside; sp 
much for one lesson.

A number of Indians, and their interpreters, 
arrived in this city on Monday evening last, from 
Baltimore. They belong to different tribes, in-
